was finished. 

Duff again wrote to the railroad, 
late in August, suggesting that the 
installation of the gas main was 
finished as far as it would have 
an affect on the tracks. 

In reply, J. J. Winn, division 
engineer, said any repair work at 


the crossing should be put off 
“‘until sufficient labor forces are 
available’. No specific date for 


this was suggested, nor was there 
any indication in the letter that 
the work will be done at any time. 

The original letter from Mr. Duff 
called the railroad’s attention to a 
near-accident, when a car became 
wedged in the tracks as it turned 
off Pearson st. The fire depart- 
ment pulled the vehicle loose and 
off the tracks. 


60 Years 


The railroad has claimed that 
the car went off the paved way, 
and that its being stuck in the 
tracks was not the result of the 
condition of the crossing. 

Noting this week that the rail- 
road has been cutting back, ac- 
cording to published reports, Mr. 
Duff asserted: 

‘We don't want them to cut back 
to the detriment of the safety of 
the people using the crossing. He 
then cited the constant use of the 
crossing by all types of vehicles, 
at all times of the day and night. 

He agreed, however, that there 
doesn’t seem to be much more 


that can be done to get repairs 
made, unless the railroad responds 
to the town’s request or to public 
opinion.

Foresight Needed Here 


When you take a look at the proposed route of the federal 
highway, called locally Route 110, it is easy to envision 
many problems for future years, 

Chief among these are the service difficulties created 
by dead-ending High Plain rd., leaving a desirable resi- 
dential area stranded. Fire and police service will be 
slowed down if this tentative plan becomes final, because 
it will be necessary to swing a wide loop to get into the 
area, Bus transportation will also be affected, making it 
more difficult for youngsters to get to school. Similar 
problems will be created if McKenney cir. is isolated from 
Andover, with residents having to drive into Lawrence to 
get onto No. Main st. and back to this community. 


THOUGHTS» 


The town officials concerned with this — Selectmen, 
Planning Board, town manager and the water and sewer 
superintendent — plan to take their case to the state, in 


an effort to have suitable changes made in the plans. It’s 
far better to forestall problems that can be foreseen, than 
to sit back and wait. 

It is easy to anticipate the need for a small fire station 
in West Andover, if the High Plain rd. situation is not 
solved to the satisfaction of local officials. And this 
construction need might very well be only the beginning — 
with a school coming next. 

There are mighty arguments available to the town offi- 
cials when they appeal this design suggestion to the 
state — we wish them luck in getting their points across 


successfully. 


Terrrible Taste, But Pure 

The sensitive palates of many a resident were jolted 
severely last week whenever they lifted a glass of water 
to their lips. 

For Andover’s pure, cold refreshing water tasted simply 
awful. And it didn’t smell much better, most of the time. 

The happiest feature, however, is that the purity of the 
water was not threatened at any time. Even when one had 
to turn up his nose in disgust, there still was no problem 
of impurities that could have, in any way, been harmful to 
a person’s health. 

The smell and taste resulted from the rapid growth of 
algae and other vegetation, encouraged beyond normal by 
the proper temperature and humidity. Treatments were 
initiated to discourage the growth, but this could not pre- 
vent some of the vegetation from getting out of the pond 
and into the water system. 

Most of the difficulty is now over, we understand, and 


we are properly grateful for that blessing. But it is good 
to know that even a bad taste and a foul odor didn’t in 
any way lessen the quality of the water, about which 
most townspeople frequently brag.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

‘‘From time to time the Towns- 
man reports details of public 
meetings concerning the applica- 
tion of the Zoning laws. The view 
is often expressed that these regu- 
impose a hardship upon 
individuals, hence they seek to 
have the law modified. Conse- 
quently, more attention should be 
directed to the purpose of the 
Zoning laws, which is to protect 
the town from hardships which 
would be imposed upon it by 
various uses of land.
